ARCHANGEL, ‘Marth 31, (Associated 
Press. )—Bolshevist troops, after a heavy 
bombardment: Sunday of the allied posi- 
tions on the railway front and, soutly of 
Odozerskaia, attacked, at 1:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The attack was re- 
pulsed completely by the allied fire. 

The retiring Bolsheviki were met by 
their own machine-gun fire, .while the 
allied artillery dispersed various orn 
of the enemy. 

An allied airplane discovered six itetie 
three miles south of the front line and 
attacked one of them with bombs. A 
locomotive and a stretch of. the track 
were destroyed. 

A little garrison-of four French sol- 
diers in an outlying blockhouse guard- 
ing one of the allied flanks near the 
front line yesterday repeatedly repulsed 
attacks by eighty Bolshevist infantry- 
men who had slipped through the woods 
and attempted a surprise. 

The weather was mild and sunshiny, 
and an enemy’ observation balloon was 
up almost all day spotting the effects 
of shells. An enemy airplane dropped a 
bomb on a village north of Odozerskaia, 
but no damage resulted. 

The allied positions along the front line 
are strong, with blockhouses guarding 
the flanks and-snow trenches built up 
with log barricades, while there are 
ample dugouts to shelter all the allied 
forces. The troops holding this front 
include considerable numbers of Amer- 
ican, French, British, and new Rusgian 
troops. The allied artillery here is ish 
ably equal to that of the enemy’s. 

West of Odozerskaia, the allied artil- 
lery is still shelling Bolshoia Ozera, and 
a number of explosions occurred in that 
village on Sunday. 


BURLESON RESENTS 
CRITICISM AS UNFAIR 


Mach of That Launched Against 
Him Had No Just Founda- 
tion, He Says.

WASHINGTON, April . 1.—Emphatic 
answer-to the critics of the Post Office 





Department ‘under his administration 
was made today by .Postmaster General | 
Burleson before a conference of repre-| 
sentatives of business organizations and | 
the Postal Service. He invited criticism, | 
he said, but many criticisms made were | 
‘* specious ’’ and unfounded. 

With the exception of the taking over 
of the wire systems, the Postmaster 
General reviewed nearly all the changes 
in practice instituted during his admin- 


istration. He asserted that of all, the }. 


postal establishments. of belligerent 
countries ‘‘ America’s, and hers alone, 
is the one that did not break down to 
a certain extent.’’ 

“We organized an efficient 
service in France,’’ he declared. 

Alluding to the enforcement of the 
Espionage act, he said: 

‘“‘To exclude from the mails treason- 
able and seditious matter it became 
necessary for Postmasters to read not 
on:y the English papers, but to acquaint 
themselves with the contents. of news- 
papers regardless of whether they were 
printed in Hungarian, Poligh, Italian, 
French, Yiddish, or what not. 
the most undesirable task ‘ever imposed 
upon the, postal establishment. But we 
got away with it! Notwithstanding the 
Postmaster General was denounced from 
one end of the country to the other as 
an autocrat, a tyrant, and a person 
who was constantly practicing arbitrary 
acts, we enforced that law with modera- 
tion, with justice, and with fairness.”’ 

Readjustment of parcel post and space 
basis for mail were reviewed by the 


Postmaster General. Alluding to the 
latter change in practice, he said: 

‘Immediately the sluice gates of crit- 
icism and -denunciation, not to use 
stronger terms, were opened and di- 
rected against the head of the Postal 
Department, as being a man lacking jn 
vision and ——— qualifications. t 
seems to be the chord upon witich they 
delight to play, that I am lacking in 
business qualifications. So successful 
were they in resisting what the depart-- 
ment was contending for that they 
strangled the great appropriation bills 
for the postal estahlishment that year, 
and for the first time in its history the 
department was operated under a con- 
— resolution.’ 

Abandonment of the pneumatic tubes 
and the increase in. second-class mail 
rates were defended by Mr. Burleson.

BERLIN, March 31, (Associated Press.) 
—All the Prussian district and provin- 
cial Government school authorities have 
been notified by Herr Haenisch, ‘ the 
Ministér of Religion and Education, 
that pictures of former’ Emperor Will- 
fam and the former Crown Prince may 
no longer be hung in the schoolroom. 

The order originated from an incident 
in an East Prussian school, ‘where the 
teacher put the former Emperor’s pict- 
ure in an attic after the revolution, but 
was ordered by the authorities to hang 
it up again, whereupon he entered a 
protest.. The Minister, in reply, said it 
Was not permitted to réstore-such ‘pic- 
tures. 

In his order, Herr Haenisch said that 
the Government did ‘not intend to be 
iconoclastic, but must insist that the 
schools not be used, directly or indi- 
rectly, for propaganda against new 
State regulation. ich propaganda, he 
added, was contained in-the display of 
pictures and busts of the former Em- 


peror and the former Crown Prince. He 
said that the new Government from the 
beginning pee apa the practice of 
Loge gions ficlals and teachers for 
their political beliefs, and that he would 
proceed against every case of political 
harassment coming to his attention.

KAISER IN A SCHOOL BOOK. 


His Portrait Found “ Inserted ” by 
« Montana School Authorities.

$5,000 OF NEW BONDS 
ARE TO BE TAX EXEMPT |< 


Not $50,000 Worth, as a Tele- 
graphic Error Made It Appear 
—Ready Market for Bonds.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Considerable 
attention has been attracted by the an- 
nouncement. made last night that the 
War Finance Corporation will offer, be- 
ginning tomorrow morning, $200,000,000 
worth of 5 per cent. bonds. It is now 
“xpected that the bonds will be disposed 
of without trouble. The proceeds will 
not be formally segregated for any defi- 
nite purpose, but it was confirmed offi- 
cially today that a large amount prob- 
ably would be needed to finance for- 
eign trade. . 

Among the important tax exemption 
provisions made is one exempting the 
interest on $5,000 worth of bonds held 
by any person from all income taxes, 
surtaxes, excess profits taxes, and war 
profits taxes. In THE Times this morn- 
ing an error in telegraph transmission 
made the amount, the interest_on which 
would ,be exempted from such taxes, 
appear to be $50,000. The official an- 
nouncement was that ‘‘ the interest on 
$5,000 worth of them [the bonds] owned 


by any person will be genurely exempt 
frédm all imeome taxes, surtaxes, excess 
profits or war profits taxes.”’ 

In discussing the issues today, Eugene 
Meyer, Jr., managing director of the 
War Finance Corporation, stated that 
the proceeds were to be used for general 
purposes of the corporation... Large 
amounts of money, for instance, he said, 
are being used for advances to the rail- 
roads. ther la sums are being used 
under ‘the authorization of the Govern- 
ment bonds in the market, and it is also 
expeeted that considerable amounts may 
be needed to finance foreign trade. al- 
ee no such advances have yet been 
made.

What kind of a league will do this? 
It is a little hazardous to predict just 
what would be the consequence of in- 
corporating a Bolshevist State into a 
League of Nations more or less demo- 
cratic, but we are not dealing with 
theoretical Bolshevism just now. We 
have to consider how to handle prac- 
tical Bolshevism, used as a war 
meéasure by Hungary, and perhaps by 
Germany. Bolshevism in Russia will 
continue to be a missionary creed so 
long as it is in power, whether Bol- 
shevist Russia is nominally in. the 
League or not; but that is a very dif- 
ferent thing from Bolshevism ‘de- 
liberately adopted by Hungary or by 
Germany to prevent the establishment 
of. the safeguards which the rest of the 
world deems essential to a just and 
enduring peace. 

By giving in to the Russiang, the 

agyars, the Germans we might make 
a fiominal peace with them, we might 
get them to give lip-service to the 


f League of Nations. But what would 


~ 


they be worth? . They would be the 
same Magyars, the same Germans, 
just as oppressive toward Poles and 
Danes and Serbs and Rumanians and 
Slovaks as they are today. It would 
be a contract which they would not 
hesitate to break when it served their 
purpose. 

Concessions to them must mean the 
downfall, immediate or eventual, of 
Poland, Czéchoslovakia, Rumania, 
Jugoslavias In those four States are 
nearly seventy million people, bound 
tous for the most part by kindred 
ideals, and all by. identity of. interest. 
They are a real, a weighty, ‘and'a last- 
ing reinforcement to a league of peace. 
Spall we sacrifice them to buy off 
their enemies and ours for a term of 
years? 

“If we do; we shall. présently find 
that the League of Nations is re- 
duced at most to America, England, 
France, Italy,: Belgium, and. Brazil; 
for Japan is far away, the neutrals 
are likely .to return to neutrality if 
they see a new antithesis between two 
great alliances, the minor Latin-Amer- 
fean States which sided with us could 
not-give any great help. This is a 
powerful combination of the Atlantic 
nations, but it would have to face a 
coalition — within. or without the 
League in name, but against us in any 
evént—of Germany and Russia and the 
old territory of the Dual Monarchy, 
and doubtless Bulgaria, .tqo; the Ger- 
man alliance of last year, with Russia 
added.

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THE SPIRIT OF THE SOLDIERS. 

General 0’ Rraw ought to be accept- 
ed asa ‘competent Witness to the state 
of mind -prevalling in our citizen 
armies. His address before the Mem- 
bers’ Council of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation yesterday may be reassuring to 
many who have been contemplating 
the rapid spread of Bolshevism among 
peoples politically undeveloped. The 
Americans of foreign birth in our 
armies, said the General, had found in 
this war a comprehension of the true 
American spirit which many of them 
had missed. before as much through 
our shortcomings as through their 
own. Now they know what America 
is and they are willing to fight for it. 
The men who in’ military service have 
tasted the thrill of victory over a pow- 
erful foe, and victory gained by co- 
operation and willing obedience to law, 
will not easily be misled by the advo- 
cates of lawlessness and terrorism. 
They have seen how armies go to 
pieces when they are disorganized and 
their morale is broken, and they are 
gaining a realization that nations may 
go the same way. Thé spirit of the 
men who fought.in this war is one 
of the most*effectual guarantees that 
America will fot go thé way of na- 
tions torn from their moorings and 
thrust into a stage of political life for 
which their past history has pdorly 
prepared them. 

Equally encouraging was his report 
of the relations between our troops 
and the British. In these days when 
so Many observers are inclined to 
magnify trivial. and inevitable national 
differences it is good to hear one man 
who knows what he is talking -about 
bear witness that the mass of Amer- 
ican troops and the mass of British 
troops felt not only respect but lik- 
ing for each other. If one believes 
alarmists, high and low, our armies 
are no longer willing to fight to com- 
plete the victory they partly won last 
Summer, and our people no longer 
know who is our enemy and who are 
our friends. The man who led the 
27th in its brilliant victories knows 
more about our ‘soldiers than -the 
civilian pessimists.

A BAD TRUST ENDED IN A BAD 
WAY. 

The agreement between the Attorney 
General and the Corn Products Trust 
enables the trust to~escape the juris- 
diction of thé Federal Trade Commis- 
sion. Also it deprives the Supreme 
Court of its opportunity to review the 
case on appeal, and thus to clarify the 
anti-trust law under conditions favor- 
able to the law and its administrators. 
The agreement between prosecutor 
and defendant is severe enough to do 
substantial justice, but it cannot. re- 
ceive the same approval as the same 
sentence in the orderly administration 
of law. The present Attorney General 
is a lawyer of high repute and with 
his’ official record: still to make. He 
is following in the footsteps of jhis 
predecessor, who did not promote 
good understanding between business 
and the law by preventing the decision 


of the Supreme Court when defendant |

He declared that the proof left. in 
his mind no doubt of the ‘‘ continuous

ingenufty could suggest. Capital 
punishment was the sentence, and thé 
trust hee since lived under appeal and 
injunction. By confession after con- 
viction and the grace of the Attorney 
General it excapes. We have learned 
that it fe as much the duty of the reg- 
ulators of railways and utilities to 
protect as to punish those.under juris- 
diction. Is it not time to appreciate 
that the same is equally true of busi- 
ness in general? 

The trust has thrived more since its 
conviction than before, and its shares 
rose. upon the Attorney General's 
settlement. of its affairs. Good trusts 
suffer more than bad from such ad- 
ministration of the law, which rather 
confuses than clarifies. . It is time for 
decisions which decide for the good of 
good trusts>tather than: for com- 
promises which benefit bad trusts and 
hinder decisions. The entire body of 
trade’ is to be Gonsidered rather than 
any fraction, however large.

BESSARABIA. 

While Hungarians, Ukrainians, Bol- 
sheviki, are attacking Rumania, and 
the Bulgarians threatening to attack 
it, two alleged delegates, one of 
whom bears the interesting name of 
Scumipr, are in Paris, pretending to 
have a ‘‘ direct mandate ”’ from ‘‘ the 
Bessarabian people ’’ to protest against 
the Rumanian occupation, to play on 
the thinning string of ‘‘ self-determi- 
nation,’’ to ask for a plebiscite. The 
délegates say ‘‘ the Bessarabiains ‘are 
‘« Russians, and will never accept Ru- 
‘* manian rule.’’ Two very ingenious 
gentlemen. What are the facts in the 
cage? Brom the fourteenth century 
to the nineteenth, Bessarabia belonged 
to the Rumanian Principalities. Be- 
fore the fourteenth century the house 
of the Bessarabs ruled on both sides of 
the, Danube to the sea. At the be~ 
gfoning of the . nineteenth century 
Bessarabia, the district of some seven- 
teen thousand square: miles glong the 
Black Séa, the Dniester and the Pruth, 
was still Moldavian, In 1812 Russia, 
which had been beating the Turks, de- 
cided to make all Moldavia hers. 
NaPo.ton, then getting ready his fatal 
Russian expedition, stirred up the 
Turks to oppose peace on the Russian 
terms. Through the treachery of a 
Turkish offictal,.the Russians found 
out Napotaon’s game.. They made 
peace at once, snapping up Bessarabia 
as their spoils. 

There began the separation of the 
Rumanians of Bessarabia from those 
of ‘Moldavia and Wallachia. tn 1856, 
after the Crimean War, certain dis- 
tricts in the south of Bessdrabia were 
given back. to Rumania. In the 
Turko-Russian: War the: Rumdhians 
fought on the Russian side, saved the 
Russians from :deféat ‘at Plevna. 
/Anprasst and BisMARCK were de- 
termined that, Russia and Rumania 
‘should not be friends.

I am a discharged wounded soldier of the 
27th Division, and prior to the parade on 
March 25 I wrote the Mayor's Committee 
asking for tickets for the parade, but re- 
ceived no reply. F had made application: to 
the commanding officer of my organisation, 
who referred me to the Mayor’s Committee 
fn the Hall. of Records, 

On Friday, March 21, I presented myself 
with discharge paper at the office of the 
@bove tmhentioned committee, ~ 
self through a crowd of cévimaga tea. 
cians, and other ticket seekers, who were 
there in great number. There were some 
soldiers, also of the 27th Division, seeking 
tickets. Wé were then peferred to Divisional 


Hall of Records. . There our names were 
taken and we were told that the list of 
nathes would be turned over to the Mayor's 
Committee, who would -have the tickets 
matied to us. 

‘On Monday, .not having received the tick- 
ets by “mail, as promised, I went to the 
Hall of Records again. In company with 
other soldiers, wounded and discharged men, 
demanded the tickets, that, in» accordance 
with the ‘publicity given, boasting of the 
committee’s éfforts in distributing tickets ‘to 
the soldiers, we were entitled to.
